New York. Sept. 26.—The athletes 
of Yale and Harvard met the athletic 
representatives of Oxford and Cam 
bridge universities during the day at 
Berkeley Oval 
in track 
and 
field 
events, and, as was expected, 
the 
brawn and muscle of the American 
collegians proved to be too much for 
the visitors, the Americans winning 
six out of the nine events on the pro­ 
gramme. 
Points were counted for 
wins only, so that the Harvard and 
Yale men defeated their English op 
ponents by a score of 6 points to 3. 
A better condition of affairs could 
not have been, and during the after­ 
noon the athletes were favored with 
warm sunshine and a cooling breeze, 
which blew down the homestretch, but 
Was not strong enough to aid the flight 
of the runners.

ican universities honors were equally 
divided, Harvard and Yale each win*

Both these vessels were used as 
trouts and both came up with the fly­ 
ing squadron (iff Santiago on May 27, 
before the retrograde movement to 
Key West was begun. 
Admiral Cotton testified that he had 
gone aboard 
Admiral Schley’s flag 
chip, the Brooklyn, on that date to 
take dispatches to him and he said at 
Hist that he gave him four or five dis 
patches addressed to the commander 
of the quadrou. 
He afterwards mod­ 
ified this statement, saying that prob­ 
ably all but two of these dispatches 
were addressed to himself (Admiral 
Cotton), but that they contained in­ 
formation which he thought should be 
in Admiral Schley's possession. 
One 
of these was a copy of a dispatch 
from Admiral Sampson, which had not 
been printed in the official records, 
stating that tile Spanish fleet was at 
Santiago. 
He also said that coal could 
have been taken from the Merrimac 
on May 27, the day on which the ret­ 
rograde movement to Key West was 
begun for the purpose of coaling. 
Captain Wise testified that on May 
27 he had signalled Captain Philip of 
the Texas hts opinion that Cervera 
was inside the harbor ut Santiago, 
but the testimony was ruled out.

Off Santiago Just Before the Retro­ 
grade Movement to Key West Waa 
Begun—Captain Wise of the Auxil­ 
iary Cruiser Yale Also Gives Evi­ 
dence, 
Washington, Sept. 26.—Two new 
witnesses were introduced in the 
Schley court during the day. They 
were Admiral Cotton, who as captain 
j commanded the auxiliary cruiser Har­ 
vard, sad Captain Wise, who com* 
; mantled the auxiliary ctirlser Yale dur­ 
ing the Spanish war. 
Both these vessels were used as 
• scouts and both came up with the fly­ 
ing squadron off Santiago on May 27. 
before the retrograde movement to 
Key West was begun. 
Admiral Cotton testified that he had 
gone aboard Admiral Schley's flag- 
th1p. the Brooklyn, on that date to 
take dispatches to him and he said at 
first that he gave him four or live dis­ 
patches addressed to the commander 
of the quadron. He afterward* mod­ 
ified this statement, saying that prob­ 
ably ail but two of these dispatches 
were addressed to himself (Admiral 
Cotton», but that they contained in­ 
formation which he thought should be 
in Admiral Schley's possession. One 
of these was a copy of a dispatch 
from Admiral Sampson, which bad not 
been printed in the official records, 
stating that the Spanish fleet was at 
Santiago. He also said that coal could 
have been taken from the Merrimac 
on May 27, the day on which the ret­ 
rograde movement to Key West was 
begun for the purpose of coaling. 
Captain Wise testified that on May 
27 he had signalled Captain Philip of 
the Texas b*s opinion that Cervera 
waa inside the harbor at Santiago, 
but the testimony was ruled out. 
Duriag the day Admiral Schley an 
aounced that he had selected Mr. Ray 
ner as his chief of counsel to suc­ 
ceed Judge Wilson. 
The first witness called was Mr. A 
B. Claxton. the machinist on board 
the Texas, who had begun hit testi­ 
mony when the sittings of the court 
were so abruptly terminated by the 
death of Judge Wilson. 
Before Mr. Claxton took the stand 
Commander Hellner was recalled to 
make verbal corrections in the official 
ropy of his testimony. He said he had 
several corrections that be desired to 
make.Admiral Cotton's Testimony. 
Re«r Admiral Cotton, now < ominan 
dant of the Norfolk navyyard, who 
commanded the auxiliary cruiser Har­ 
vard during the Spanish war. was the 
next witness. He told of meeting the 
flying squadron under Commodore 
drhley off Santiago oa May 27. 1898, 
and said that on that date he had de­ 
livered dispatches to the then eommo 
dore from Admiral Sampson and the 
navy department. He had. ha «aid, 
boarded the Brooklyn about 10:3# 
o'clock. Tbo weather waa tben mod­ 
erate and be bad no difficulty In going 
aboard the Brooklyn from bis boat. 
He bad worn bis sword. 
On cross-examination Admiral Cot­ 
ton said that while he had delivered 
four or five dispatches to Admiral 
Schley he had had the original only 
of the one dispatch which he had 
given. They had all been translated 
by Lieutenant Beall and be had not 
seen the originals of any but that one. 
He had no record of any other dis­ 
patches. 
On redirect examination of Admiral 
Cotton Mr. Hanna Introduced a eopy 
of a dispatch from Admiral Sampson 
which had been received by the Har­ 
vard and which had not been made 
public heretofore.

Accounts in the newspaper* of 
prosecutions by th© governm ent of 
alleged trespassers on its tim ber 
holdings and lands are far more num ­ 
erous now than formerly, when tim ­ 
ber was plentiful and cheap, and pub­ 
lic attention is attracted more than it 
used to be by the startling h e a d lin e s , 
says the American Lum berm an. 
It 
is the m atter of value that is now the 
g ist of th© whole thing. 
T hirty years ago government tim ­ 
ber lands were plenty in the older 
lum bering sections of Northern Min­ 
nesota, Wisconsin and the upper 
peninsula of Michigan, and if a tim ­ 
ber owner did, perchance, cut timber 
not only off his own land, but also off 
government lands adjoining, no one 
was concerned, and tie* governm ent 
least of 
all. 
Government 
timber 
land thirty years ago was so cheap 
th a t its value would hardly pay the 
ex p e n se of watching it. 
That day has gone by and the gov­ 
ernm ent is now w atching it* tim ber 
w ith a lytiveyed watchfulness, and 
the careless and willful depredator* 
are being brought up w ith a celerity 
th a t is doing much to put an effectual 
stop Uv all depredations. 
Beside- the danger of actual tres­ 
pass, there is now an unprofitable­ 
ness in the old semi-legal ways where­ 
by lumbermen would seek to get pos­ 
session of Uncle 
S am ’s 
tim ber. 
There have been instances where 
men were hired to do a few simple 
tilings necessary to secure the first 
title from the governm ent of a quar- 
ter-secti<»n and then turn it over to 
the lum berman fur a profit equal to 
board and days* wages.

Mere Worthless 
Accounts in the newspapers of 
prosecutions by the governm ent of 
alleged trespassers on its tim ber 
holdings and lands are far more num­ 
erous now than formerly, when tim ­ 
ber was plentiful and cheap, and pub­ 
lic attention is attracted more than it 
used to be by the startling headlines, 
says the American Lum berman. 
It 
is the m atter of value that is now the 
gist of the whole thing. 
Thirty years ago government tim ­ 
ber lands were plenty in the older 
lum bering sections of N orthern Min­ 
nesota, Wisconsin and the upper 
peninsula of Michigan, and if a tim ­ 
ber owner did, perchance, cut timber 
not only off his own land, but also off 
government lands adjoining, no one 
was concerned, and the government 
least of all. 
Government 
timber 
land thirty years ago was so cheap 
that its value would hardly pay the 
expense of watching it. 
That day has gone by and the gov­ 
ernm ent is now watching its tim ber 
with a lynx-eyed watchfulness, and 
the careless and willful depredators 
are being brought up with a celerity 
that is doing much to put an effectual 
stop to all depredations. 
Beside* the danger of actual tres­ 
pass, there is now un unprofitable­ 
ness in the old semi-legal ways where­ 
by timbermen would seek to get pos­ 
session of Uncle

tim ber. 
There have been instances where 
men were hired to do a few simple 
things necessary to secure the first 
title from the governm ent of a quar- 
ter-section and then turn it over to 
the lumberman for a profit equal to 
board and day s’ wages.

ods are now regarded as dangerous. 
Lhws have been parsed that have 
regulated this

especially 
those which have required greater 
care in the granting of titles and the 
protection of the property before a 
complete title is secured.
